1 The battery is an all-too-fre- 
qucnt source of trouble since 
the burden upon it is much 
greater in winter than in sum­ 
mer. It takes heavy punish­ 
ment in starting the car on cole 
mornings, for Instance, and 
nights arc much longer, thus 
increasing the load upon It due 
to the use of lights. For these 
reasons, it is essential that the 
battery be thoroughly checked 
regularly. 

Faulty sparkplugs and Ignition 
wires account for a great, num­ 
ber of "break-downs." Proper 
precaution can prevent this. Por­ 
celain on plugs and wiring should 
be thoroughly cleaned frequently 
to eliminate the accumulated 
traffic scum, composed of small 
particles of metallic substances. 

The importance of "having safe 
tires can never be overstressed. 
Worn-out treads on roads slip­ 
pery from rain constitute a ser­ 
ious danger. 

For best results, especially in 
winter, it is advisable to keep 
the clutch pedal pressed down 
while starting the engine. This 
serves a two-fold purpose since 
it allows the starter to crank 
the motor Without having to 
turn -the transmission gears, and 
also provides a safeguard 
against accidents in case the 
shift lever happens to be in gear.

"When those conditions exist,
>repsurcs for botji evictions and 

evasions grow stronger," Blay-
ook said, "Anticipating these 
pressures, OPA has taken sev­ 
eral steps to control them and 
protect tenants in this aroa.

"Probably the most important 
of these new safeguards for 
tenants in this area Is the 
cent extension of the waiting 
period from three to six months
jefore a tenant may be evicted 
by the buyer of a house wishing 
to occupy It himself. It will help 
prevent a tenant who is told 
that he must move from becom­ 
ing so desperate that he makes 
illegal side-payments to his land 
lord or makes monthly payments 
that are equivalent to above- 
ceiling rents merely to keep hla 
house temporarily."
